This day the Lords had notice that the-Rebells 
would come neece us, out of /7 ck low fide, and South 
weſtward. _ 

. The ſame nighe 700. foot,and two Troops of Horſe 
went that way, poder the command of Colonell Gib- 
ſox,.and (o butar all che way. as they wear 14. miles 
out-righc, and none Oo oppoſe them, about Fourty” 
or Fifty Villages and Towaes , bur all che men ran to 
the Mountaines and VVoads, and tooke their carrell 
with them; for I belceve they had notice of onr Ar- 
wies comming. 

This day ſome came from Duxdalke, that brought 
word that Captainc YVawghan,Governor of the Town, 
had pillaged a proteed houſe within two miles of 
the Towne, having norice of ſome deſigne this man 
had had, to bring the Rebells to rake Dundalalk, hee 
being familiar with eur Armic, and proteQted by Sir 
Henry Tuchburne bat as God would have ic, our Army 
miftruſted him,and npon thar,Capraine Yavgbax wenr 
as his oſua!l courſe was, to this mans houſe', bur gave 
4xdcr tO Captaine Cadogan, to bring ſome forces af- 

rer 
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ter him , ſo. Yaghen rooke on bim noching, 
bur called the man our, and rid about the fields, in 
the reons rtime;Captaine Cadogonentred the houſe, 
and found there 300. men,mott of chem armed, par 
themallto the ſword. and-fonnd Lerters from Sir 
Phc/zm O Neale, to with him to ftop the Poſt from 
Tradabto Dundalke,and withall writ to him, thas he 
would be with him upon Sunday-night, wich 12006. 
men, to take Dundalke, and found with the man a 
ProreQtion from Sir Phelzzs O Nyele, the man they 
have priloned ,andewo Prieſts more. _ -- 

S U N DAY night they looked for Sir Phelm ©. 
»:al;and had prepared themſelves for his comming 
bur hee came nor that night, likewiſe wee had ſome 
Cattle ſtolne from us by the Rebells, chis they doe 
alwaies, when our Armies bce abroadchinking thac 
will curne them backe. 

The P ar lament dorh ſpt here,the Biſhop of K:{fa- 
z0rah,. made a brave ſpeech, againſt Papiſts, and to 
have the Law in force againſt chem, and they nor to 
ſirin Parliament at all,the Honſe of Commons, drew 
up an Order to that purpoſe, all thar fate rookt the 
oath of Supremacy and now they are about co make 
ab 4#,againſt all Jeſuices and Prieſts,and all Papiſts, 
_ robe in force here as it is in Exgland, that nighronr 
Army that went out the Day before;came home ve- 
ry well, and brought ſome Pillage wich chem abour 
100, Cowes, many ſheepe, and ſome Horſe, burnr 
40 Townes, and Villages alſo. That day a Pro- 
clamation was Proclaimed,that no Souldiers ſhould 
Pillage them thac ceme to the Marker, neither cur

' Twae 28, From Knurfargus, Manroe hath made a- 
fother expedicion towards che Newfy, bur none of 
the Rebells ſtaid. Bur Sir Rybert Stuart and Sir wil 
liam Stuart hath given Sir Phelim's Oncale a great de- 
fear}, and hath certainly killed neetewo Thouſand 
hard by Raphoe,\ the loſſe onely of 6 or 7 ten, 
the manner of it was thas : Sis Phelzm Oxeale came 
with ren Thouſand Men'of purpoſero be revenged 
on Sir Kobert Stuart for ſeverall affrones before that 
time done him,bur before he came to rhe fordof Fin, 
ewo Engliſh Men Priſoners with Sir Phelom eſca- 
ed and advertifed; Sir Robert Stuart of Sir Phelims 
. intention of comming that wav, who marched to 
Raphoe with 2500, Horſe and Foote, andicnt 400. 
Horſe tothe Ford, and laid 2000, Muſquiereers in - 
Ambuſh hard by the Ford, and then Sir Robert Stu- 
art (enta hundred poore Men, with 40. Cowes the . 
which when Sir Phelim Oncale ſaw he ſenr over 1100 
Mea to purſue chem, bur thepoore Mens ploteed 
before hand)ſeing theſe 1100:Men approaching, ran 
away, and lefrthe Cowes behind them, whereupon 
Sir 7helim 1100+Men ran in diſordet to putſaue them 
whereupon Sir Kobert Stuarts Horſe ſeing them ih 
dilorder, fell apon them, and they fled toward che 
Ford, whea the two thouſand Maſquiereers upon 
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led every man ofthem, and having their Col- 
lours,Sir Robert and Sir w1/l;am Stuart marched with 
thoſe C6llours towards Sir Phelims Army, the reſt 
ofthem, which Sir Phelim at firſt choughe it had 
beeng his owne men, but at length finding it 0- 
therwiſc, Sir Phel;zwand his Men ran away, andthey 
had themin purſute for nine miles,ſo it is thoughe 
they killed more in perſair ar that time,then before 
this was done within ten dayes. I 
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
